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TOBACCO IN PAST CENTURIES. 


Mr. Floyd, tobacco expert of 
the Division of Soils for the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture, on the Florida tobacco in- 
dustry, it is shown that ‘‘precious 
stinke,’’ as His Vindictive Majesty 
King James called tobacco, has not 
deteriorated in importance since the 
days when the Spaniards landed in 
Paraguay in 1503. i 
All its present, popular uses, how- 
ever, were known to the natives of 


B the report just prepared by 


North and South America probably 
ages before Columbus was born or 
Sir Walter smoked his silver pipe as 
he sat 'to see his friend Essex put to 


death At the time of the Spanish 
landing, just mentioned; the natives 
came forth to oppose them, ‘‘beating 
drums, throwing water and chewing 
tobacco, and spurting the juice from 
their mouths upon the invaders.”’ 
The last means of defense and 
offense must have surprised pain- 
fully the Spaniards, if the Indians 
had at all acquired the skill of aim 
which is said to have been attained 
by some of our Western friends of 
to day. 

Columbus on his second voyage 
noticed that the natives of Tobago 
reduced their leaf to a powder, which 
“they take through a cane half a 
cubit long, one end of which they 
place in the nose, and the other upon 
the powder, and so draw it up, which 
purgesthem very much. And Ovi- 
edo speaks of smoking tobacco as one 
of the ‘‘evilcustoms’’ of the His- 
paniolans of his day, ‘‘ very pernic- 
ious, and used to produce insensi- 


bility.’’ They set fire to the dry 
leaves placed upon the ground, and 
inhaled the smoke through a hollow 
forked stick,cf which the forks were 
placed in the nostrils and the other 
end held over the burning mass. 
Thus the smoke was drawn into the 
lungs, and it is not surprising that, 
as Oviedo says, ‘‘they presently be- 
came stupefied.”’ ~ 

But Salvation Yeo gives another 
account, according to which the In- 
dians, ‘‘ when they will deliberate 
upon war or policy, sit round in the 
hut of the chief, where, being placed, 
enter to them a small boy with a 
cigarro of the bigness of a rolling- 
pin and puffs the smoke thereof into 
the face of each warrior; while they, 
putting their hands funnel: wise 
round their mouths, draw into the 
sinuosities of the brain that more 
than Delphic vapor of prophecy. 

‘‘Which boy,”’ goes on Salvation 
Yeo, ‘“‘presently falls down in a 
swoon, and being dragged out by 
the heels and laid by to sober, enter 
another to puff at the sacred cigarro, 
till he is dragged out likewise; and 
so on till the tobacco is finished and 
the seed of wisdom has sprouted in 
every soul into tke tree of medita- 
tion, bearing the fruits of eloquence, 
and in due time the fruit of valiant 
action.’’ 

Raleigh’s tobacco box, preserved 
in the Leeds Museum, is thirteen 
inches high and seven across, and 
will hold a pound of tobacco. But 
before pipes and tobacco boxes were 
invented in England, cigars were 
smoked by those who had indulged 
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in the fragrant weed. They talked 
in those days of ‘‘drinking’’ to- 
bacco—a term which was used for 
nearly a century, probably because 
smoking took place usually in pub- 
lic houses. 

Not only was it long the fashion 
to swallow the smoke and then ex- 
pel it through the nose—a_ pitch of 
enjoyment now, for the most part, 
attained by old soldiers and sailors 
and the Portuguese nation general- 
ly—but there were various delicate 
ways of puffing, and the hangers-on 
of society and captains of the 
Bobadil sort made a profession of 
the art of smoking and publicly in- 
ducted country gentlemen into the 
mysteries of the ‘‘Cuban ebullition, 
Euripus, the whiffle,’’ etc. 

‘‘T warrant you make chimneys 
of your faces!’’ exclaims an irate 
lady in one of Beaumont and Flet- 
cher’s plays. The bucks of those 
days sallied out to court their sweet- 
hearts, attended by a pipe and a boy 
to trim it,and said their fine speeches 
between the whiffs. Like coffee and 
tea, tobacco no sooner was intro- 
duced than the faculty seized upon 

asa valuable addition to their 
pharmacopeia. Spenser speaks of 
the curative powers of divine to- 
bacco; Henry Butler, in a curious 
little volume called ‘‘ Dyet’s Dry 
Dinner,’’ treats of its great virtues 
as a digestive power; and Edmund 
Gardiner, in his ‘‘Triall of Tobacco’’ 
(1610) asks: ‘‘ Whatis a more noble 
medicine, or more readie at hand ?’’ 

But the herbesacree, panacee an- 
tartique, by which and sundry other 
names tobacco was known in its 
early and medicinal days, soon gave 
way to less eulogistic epithets, ap- 
plied by those who thought its in- 
fluence pernicious. The battle which 
began overtwo centuries ago boasts 
many distinguished names on each 
side of the controversy. 

William Penn strongly disliked 
tobacco. Stopping at Burlington 


once to see some old friends, they 
chanced to be smoking when he was 
announced, and hastily concealed 
their pipes. Perceiving the smoke 
as he entered the room, and also 
that the pipes had been hid, he said 
pleasantly: ‘‘Well, friends, I am 
glad that you are at least ashamed of 
your bad practice.’’ King James I. 
believed that growing tobacco in 
England was ‘“‘thereby to misuse 
and misemploy the soil of the King- 
dom.’’ and Cromwellsent his troop- 
ers to trample down the growing 
crops wherever they could be found. 

Stowe speaks of the ‘‘weed so 
much abused to God’s dishonor;’’ 
and Bishop Earle said sarcastically: 
‘*The tobacco seller is thé only man 
who finds good in it, for it is meat, 
drink and clothesto him. But his 
shopis the rendezvous of spittings 
where men dialogue with thei, 
noses, and their communication ir 
smoke.’’ In Russia smoking was 
long punished by amputation of the 
nose; in the Swiss Canton of Berne 
the offense ranked next to adultery, 
and even so late as the middle of 
the last century a special court 
tried delinquent puffers. 

It is among literary men that the 
greatest advocates of tobacco have 
been found. While it is true that 
Goethe, Heine and Balzac abom- 
inated smoke, and while Dumas, 
who did almost everything else, did 
not use tobacco,many famous names 
are cited on itsside. Pope and Swift 
took snuff. Addison, Congreve, Prior 
and Steele smoked. Hobbes of 
Malmesbury kept his pipe alight to 
the age of 92; Dr. Parr smoked im- 
moderately, often twenty pipes in 
the course of an evening, so that he 
might have reckoned time by the 
pipeful, as the Indians were accus- 
tomed to do, saying: “I was one 
pipe about it.” Sir Isaac Newton 
was a desperate lover of his pipe, 
and lost his sweetheart through ab- 
sently using her finger as a tobacco 
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stopper, which 
wondered at. 

The early tobacco sellers set off 
their wares with many quaint con- 
ceits and riddles, which, doubtless,- 
amused the tranquil mind of their 
customers. For instance,on one side 
of a wrapper of tobacco parcel was 
printed: 


is scarcely to be 


What though I have a nauseous 
breath, 
Yet many a one will me com- 
mend; 
Lam beloved after death 
And serviceable unto my friend. 


Which inscrutable riddle was ex- 
plained on the reverse side of the 
wrapper: 

“This is tobacco, after being cut 
and dry’d, being dead, becometh 
serviceable.’’

have a customer who thinks 
he smokes 25 cigarsa day,”’ 
said a New Orleans dealer.

‘As a matter of fact he smokes 
about three-eighths of that number. 
The other five-eighths represent 
what he gives away, lays down 
partly consumed and a generous 


disregard of ‘butts.’ However, he 
is firm in the conviction that he 
smokes more actual tobacco than 
any other man in New Orleans and 
a boast on the subject, in my store 
a few days ago, led to a curious bet. 
He declared to begin with, that he 
could smoke three ordinary cigars in 
half an hour, and a bystander re- 
marked that no man alive could 
smoke even one cigar continuously, 
until it was consumed, without 
taking it from his lips. ‘Bosh,’ said 


the 25-a-day gentleman, ‘I dothat 


right along and think nothing of it.’ 
‘I'll bet you a box of Perfectos you 
can’t do it right now,’ said the 
other, and in half a minute the 
wager was made. By its terms the 
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cigar was to be consumed in steady 
consecutive puffs and not removed 
from the lips until burnt to a mark, 
1 1-4 inch from the tip. A clear 
Havana, colorado maduro in color, 
was selected for the test and the 
smoker took a seat and began. He 
puffed like an engine for about two 
minutes and accumulated some- 
thing under half an inch of ash,and 
then he began to wobble. He shifted 
the cigar from side to side, pulled 
slow and fast, and seemed to have 
difficulty getting his breath between 
the draws. At any rate he kept 
moving his head to avoid the smoke 
and finally got to coughing. I could 
see he was in torture, but he stuck 
toit until he got within half an inch 
of the mark. ‘Then he jumped up 
suddenly, threw the cigar away and 
walked out of the store. I paid the 
bet and charged it to his account, 
and he told me the next day that 
the very idea of tobacco made him 
sick. It is not unlikely that the 
affair may lose me a good cus- 
tomer. I doubt whether it would 
be possible for anybody to smoke 
even a moderately strong cigar 
through in the manner I have de- 
scribed.’’ ;

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WINDOW DRESSING 


HE illumination of display 
windows with gas or electric 
lights is an important matter 

and one that the retailer should 
consider carefully in arranging 
the proper lightiug of his win- 
dows. All artists thoroughly 
appreciate the value of correct and 
- brilliant light in showing off a 
painting to the best advantage, and 
good light is just as important as 
displaying goods in a show window. 
The light should be placed in the 
front or top of the window to make 
the display most effective, as any 
light from the rear or directly be- 
hind the articles shown lessens the 
effect of the display by confusing 
and dimming the outlines and col- 
ors. Considerable time may be 


practically wasted in arranging a 
fine display, if there be lacking the 


element of proper light. It is 

therefore important that a back- 

ground should be provided for the 

double purpose of excluding any 

light from the rear of window and 

sharply defining the general display. 
t <> | 


It is well to carefully cover the 
incandescent lamps or gas jets so 
that they cannot be seen by persons 
on the sidewalk, which can be ar- 
ranged by the use of polished re- 
flectors so that the rich, warm glow 
is reflected downward and back- 
ward, including in its embrace the 
entire display. Dealers in electrical 
goods can supply reflectors for gas 
jets—where not obtainable a tin- 
smith can undoubtedly make suit- 
able reflectors at a small cost, which 
should be painted a dark green on 
the side seen from the street in case 
they are not out of sight of the 
passerby. When a windowis lighted 
from the top by a drop light ora 


series of gas jets, the shades may " 


be drawn down at night to within

five or six feet of the bottom of the 
window, so that the lights cannot 
be seen. ‘This will make the upper 
part of the window very dark and 
intensifies the reflected light at the 
lower part, giving a more brilliant 
display.

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A Queer Tobacco Shop. 


N the heart of the dry goods dis- 
p trict of New York is a tobac- 
conist’s shop which is unique. 
It was started years ago, when that 
part of the city was a shopping 
centre, and even a residential quar- 
ter, but the growth of trade has 
changed the district into a mono- 
tonous series of huge buildings 
devoted to wholesaling and manu- 
facturing. The. proprietor is an 
old man, who makes a hobby of his 
calling. 

His fad is to keep every kind of 
tobacco which is used upon the 
globe. It gives him more pleasure 
to sell an ounce of brown curly cut 
to an Armenian or a Turk than a 
ton to his American neighbor next 
door. In his curious stock he has 
hundreds and hundreds of kinds of 
the weed, many of which have no 
name in English, From the Ama- 
zon come long sticks of tobacco 
rolled so hard that they seem more 
like clubs or weapons, neatly wrap- 
ped in split cane, than like ordinary 
tobacco. From Sao Paulo comes 
a black leaf so strong and fragrant 
as to be unsuited to American nos- 
trils. Porto Rico sends tobacco 
cured with molasses, liquors and 
rum, twisted or braided into ropes 
and coiled into huge bracelets. 
From Scotland he gets tobacco 
which preserves the colonial names 
long since forgotten in the-land of 
their birth; Maryland ‘‘ returns,’’ 
Virginia ‘“‘returns,’’ ‘‘Shag’’ and 
“Cavendish.” Germany supplies 
the mixtures with which students 
fill their pipes in the universities, 
combinations of native and Ameri- 
can tobaccos that do not commend 
themselves to the palate of Uncle 
Sam. ‘Thecorporal of France and 
the official tobacco of Italy compete 
for malodorousness, while fr6m the 
lands bordering the Mediterranean 
the steamers bring 40 or 50 varie- 


- Algerian, 
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ties, all with the sweetish and some- 
times sickening flavor of the per- 
fumed Turkish cigarette. One or 
two packages of Japanese tobacco 
attract special attention. They 
look more like the red, curly beard 
of a Norwegian than ordinary 
smoking tobacco. From India and 
Burmah can be seen the Trichinop- 
oli and Rangoon tobaccos, coarse, 
cheap and pungent. Sumatra, 
Borneo and Manila are represented 
by their peculiar growths. Theold 
clerk behind the counter is quite a 
philosopher. To him his business 
is a text, from which he can preach 
a sermon at a moment’s notice. 
There are more than a thousand 
kinds of smoking tobacco in the 
world, of which our own country 
produces the majot amount, but 
not the largest number of varieties. 
There are two kinds of varieties— 
those intrinsic to the plant itself, 
which gives the familiar classifica- 
tion into Virginia, Havana, Bra- 
zilian, Turkish (which ought to be 
Roumelian, by the way), Italian, 
Syrian, Indian and Philippine. 
The other class is produced by 
treatment, which gives rise to such 
types as perique, killikinick, nig- 
gerheel, caporal, Egyptian, Odessa, 
Maltese and Indian. 
There is no tobacco made that has 
not its own votaries who regard it 
as the best made. Neither is there 
any kind but that has its fierce and 
intractable enemies.. The weed 
grows dearer as the years roll by, 
not because of the decreased supply, 
but because it is the main source 
from which the Governments realize 
their revenue.

NGLAND’S pipe is getting 
K terribly big? Fifty years ago 
it was only half its present 
size. In 1851 every man, woman 
and child in the United Kindom used 
to smoke sixteen and one-quarter 
ounces of tobacco a year ; now they 
each smoke two pounds a year. 

Three times as much tobacco is 
now cleared through the custom- 
house as was cleared in 1851, but 
the population has only increased 
by about half in that period. Last 
year (1898) no less than 8,728,920 
pounds more tobacco was cleared 
for consumption than in the preced- 
ing year (1897). The larger propor- 
tion of this increase, it is explained, 
was abnormal, and was caused by 
exceptionally heavy clearances the 
last month of the year, owing to 
manufacturers anticipating that the 
duty would be increased by the 
budget for the current year. 

But, accepting this, and taking 
the clearances for the last month of 
the year on the average of the 
other eleven months, it would show 
that the last year 3,290,249 more 
pounds were consumed than in the 
previous year, and this would put 
the average consumption per head 
of the population at one pound and 
fourteen ounces—-nearly two pounds 
each. The two pound average is 
reckoned by taking the whole popu- 
lation as smokers. But of course 
that is not fair. There is a large 
number of men who do not smoke, 
and of course thousands of women 
and children. 

The non-drinking class is reck- 
oned at 3,000,000, and that number 
of non-smokers among men cer- 
tainly exists. Then there are the 
ehildren under 15, who number 35 
per cent. or 14,000,000 of the popu- 
lation. ‘To these must be added the 
women, who number,say 13,000,000. 
This gives us a total of 30,000,000 


non smokers, and taking these away 
from the total populationit gives us 
an army of 10,000,000 smokers. It 
is these who puff away 81,000,000 . 
pounds of tobacco a year. Their 
average forthe twelve months, then, 
would be eight pounds, which, is 
of course, a far truer average than 
the two pound reached by averaging 
the tobacco used among the total 
population.—London Mail. 


The Wheeling Stogie Boom. 


HE Wheeling stogie is now 
enjoying a boom of no in- 
considerable magnitude—the 

greatest inits history. ‘The month 
of September was a record-breaker 
in the history of stogie making in 
Wheeling. The output for the 
month was over 6,500,000, an in- 
crease of over 2,000,000 over the. 
month of January, this year. The 
increase is ascribed to be due to the 
decision of Judge Colt, of Boston, 
last summer, which: was that pack- 
ages of goods not made in Wheel- 
ing should not bear the label 
“Wheeling Stogies.’’ Over 400 
rollers are now employed in Wheel- 
ing stogie factories and the demand 
for more men is steadily increasing. 
Wheeling stogies have won a high 
reputation and the sales are now 
unprecedented. They are shipped 
to all parts of the country, one 
well-known firm shipping in large 
— last summer to the Klon- 
ike.

New Anti-Trust Factory. 


HE new anti-trust tobacco man- 
ufacturing company, which 
has been reported would start 

up at Louisville, Ky., is an assured 
fact. Ground has been broken fora 


new building to be ready for occu- 
pancy by January 1st. The busi- 
ness of manufacturing will be com- 
menced even sooner, according to 
gossip in Louisville’s tobacco cir- 
cles. A large factory has been 
rented in the vicinity of Finzer 
Bros’ plant, which will be used 
until the new building is ready. 
The work of manufacturing will 
begin about November 1. The 
name of the company and its officers 
have not been made public. It is 
freely rumored that Pierre Lorillard 
is to be the president, David A. 
Keller vice-president, and Dr. Philip 
J. Heuer, late of St. Louis, secre- 
tary and treasurer. Mr. Lorillard 
has been one of the most prominent 
tobacco manufacturers in the world 
for the last 20 or 30 years, promi- 
nent in the formation of the Conti- 
nental Co., and this new rumor will 
be looked upon with interest by the 
retail trade. Mr. Keller was a 
member of the Finzer firm, which 
was the last in Louisville to sell to 
the trust. He was made secretary 
of the Continental Co. at the hand- 
some salary of $25,000 a year, but 
which position he resigned last 
June. Dr. Heuer was secretary of 
the Liggett & Myers Co. at St. 
Louis, recently absorbed by the 
trust. These gentlemen have held 
several meetings in Louisville and 
have formed a large company en- 
tirely outside of the trust.

The Internal Revenue receipts for 
cigars during the month of October, 
in the gth Dist. of Pennsylvania, 
were $209,594.25, being a large in- 
crease over the same month last 
year. 

Interesting experiments with a 
view to securing a second cutting 
of tobacco from the same plant dur- 
ing the same year have been con- 
ducted at Penn Yan, N. Y., during 
the past summer with more than a 
fair degree of success. The second 
cutting seemed fully developed and 
had all the qualities of the first. 

It is stated on good authority 
that the Continental Tobacco Co. 
has advanced the price 1 and 3c. 
per pound on two of their brands, 
which will increase the company’s 
revenue $1,000,000 a year. 

The cigar store of Frank Raf- 
ferty, River Ave., Pittsburg, Pa., 
was entered by thieves who carried 
off a lot of cigars and tobacco, and 
also a small sum of money. 

W. S. Montgomery, of Carthage, 
Mo., will open a cigar factory in 
Huntsville and give employment to 
a number of hands. 


The Rainier Cigar Co. has been 
incorporated for $10,000 at Seattle, 
Wash. 

The cigar making industry at 
Memphis, Tenn., it is said is grow- 
ing steadily, and six factories now 
in operation employ some 150 men. 

Many local dealers who had 

Jacobs’ cigars seized some months 
ago by revenue officials have had 
them returned where the proper 
revenue has been paid. 
’ A fire in the rear of the cigar 
store of D T. Negro, 115 Mott St., 
N. Y., caused about $100 damage. 
It is believed that rats gnawing 
matches caused the fire. 

While out hunting, Elmer Krause, 
a cigar manufacturer of Pottstown, 
Pa., was accidentally shot in the 
face. 

The store of R. C. Boyer, St. 
Clair, Pa., was entered by burglars 
and some 4000 cigars carried away 
in a wagon. 

Cigarmaking in Quakertown, 
Pa., is increasing rapidly. Nearly ° 
1000 hands are now employed in the 
several factories and all are rushed 
with orders, many of them working 
over time. 

Calvin Hollis, of Congress St., 
Troy, N. Y., will open a cigar 
store at No. 1 Collins Block, that 
city. 

Joe Turner will open a modern 
cigar store on College Ave., Athens, 
Ga., where ‘he should build up an 
excellent trade. 

Wm. J. Lawder and V.C. Hat- 
field have entered into a partner- 
ship for the manufacture of smok- 
ing tobacco at Middletown, O. 

Dave Bottenstein has opened the 
Vallejo Cigar Factory in the Farra- 
gut building, Vallejo, Cal. He will 
also carry a stock of standard 
brands. 

Benjamin Day, 60 years of age, 
formerly a resident of Springfield, 
Mass., died suddenly at Kansas 
City last month. For the past 20 
years he had been engaged in the 
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cigar business in 
building. 

P. M. Altschul, a cigar dealer at 
Pine Bluff, Ark., has brought. suit 
against E. Baughman, a local cigar 
maker, for $1,000 damages, and 
asked for an injunction restraining 
Baughman from using his (Alt- 
schul’s) trade mark.

The strike at the Dunn cigar 
factory, Boyertown, Pa., has been 
adjusted and the hands have re- 
sumed work. The strike at the D. 
S. Erb factory is still on, Mr. Erb 
claiming they have over 1,000,000 
cigars in stock and can wait until 
the men get ready to work at their 
terms.

Alfred Rothchild of London, 
England, is said to have sent 10,000 
of the finest cigars to the officers of 
the Guards in the Transvaal. The

shipment. 

Two advertising agents fora N. 
Y. tobacco concern were arrested at 
Troy, N. Y., for distributing dodg- 
ers—sentence was suspended. 

Albert S. Hale, a cigar dealer of 
Worcester, Mass., was recently 
arrested and fined $25 for selling 
cigarettes to minors. He appealed 
the case and furnished bail. 

The American Tobacco Co. is 
making another test of the Rogers 
anti-cigarette law in Knoxville, 
Tenn. The case was brought against 
J. Blaufield, a leading cigar dealer 
of that city, and a favorable de- 
cision is expected. 

It is expected that the British 
Government will increase the tax 
on tobacco, owing to the war with 
the Transvaal Republic. 

The Oshkosh Cigar Co. have 
moved into new and more commo- 
dious quarters at 140 Main St., 
Oshkosh, Wis., which they have 
leased for a term of years. This 
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location is more central and they 
are doing an i1:creased business. 

The only exclusive cigar and to- 
bacco establishment in Athens,Ga., 
has just been opened by Gareball 
Bros , with new stock and fixtures.

Old Swindling Scheme. 
pent the middle of last Sep- 


tember, Edward Lyons, a ci- 

gar manufacturer of Hart- 
ford, Conn., shipped 5,000 cigars to 
J. P. Shaeffer, 24 Ferry St., New- 
ark, N.J.,and a few days later the 
Sheriff closed Shaeffer s place, find- 
ing there nothing but empty cases. 
Upon investigation it was found 
that Shaeffer’s entire stock had 
been re-shipped to the American 
Import & Trading Co., 353-5 Wash- 
ington St., N. Y., where Mr. Lyons 
called on the pretence of wanting to 
buy cigars and had offered to him 
his own cigars at $25, whereas his 
price for them had been $58 per 
thousand. Police investigations have 


resulted in the arrest of Edw. 
Baruch, So. Orange, N. J., the 
alleged president of the company; 
Moses D. Brandes, 17 E. 105th St., 
its secretary; Henry Mauss, 154 E. 
105th St.; Henry L. Klein, 27 E. 
11th St; and Henry P. Crosher, 
673 Ninth Ave.,all of New York, 
and the announcement by Capt. 
McClosky that they comprisea gang 
of commercial swindlers with many 
victims all over the country, is 
undoubtedly correct. The method 
of the gang, according to the police, 
was that followed in Lyons’ case. 
One of the gang would hire an 
office and secure goods on credit, 
which he shipped to the company 
on Washington St.,where the goods 
were repacked and sold cheap for 
cash. In the meantime the original 
buyer disappeared and his creditors 
found his store or office empty. 


Syracuse Cigar Industry.

who wouldn't strike every time the 
clock did. 


The mai who smoked 100 cigar- 
ettes a.day and became insane in 
Manhattan did not prove cigarettes 
to be poisonous, since fifty cigars a 
day or a couple of hundred of cock- 
tails would nodoubt have had the 
same effect.

evening.”’

His honor 
said that he had grave doubts as to 
the constitutionality of the flag law 
and the final decision of the higher 
court will be awaited with interest. 
A vigorous fight is to be waged 
against the annexation of the Phil- 
ippines by the Cigarmakers’ Inter- 
national Union as they object to 
having 5,000 Filipino cigarmakers 
working for low wages brought into 
competition with them. 
A tall young man in knee trou- 
sers has been lately making the 
rounds of the cigar stores looking 


for violators of the tobacco law re-. 


garding sales to boys 16 years of 
age and under. He is an alleged 
minor and is described as being 
nearly six feet tall and broad shoul- 
dered. When he secures tobacco 
he walks out and hands it to a 
constable. 

A secret session of the Western 
Cigar Box Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion was held at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel, when a general advance in 
prices is said to have been discussed, 
but the officers of the association 
refuse to say anything regarding 
the meeting. 

The Chauncey M. Depew cigar, 
manufactured by S. Ottenberg & 
Bros., which is distributed by E. I. 
Tooze & Co., is being pushed in a 
most effective manner and the sales 
are quite satisfactory. 

W. B. Sharp, the well-known 
cigar salesman, has severed his con- 
nection with Sprague, Warner & 
Co. He has decided to go out of 
the cigar business and is said to 
have made arrangements to repre- 
sent a large paint concern. 


The cigar stand in the Ashland 
Block, corner Randolph and Clark 
Sts., is being managed temporarily 
by Felix Greenberg in his usual 
up-to date manner. 

The Khedivial Co. have recently 
closed an order for over $150,000 
worth of their Turkish cigarettes 
for shipment to Australia. The 
already large business has increased 
considerably of late and the factory 
is pushed to the limit to keep up 
with orders. 

Harry & Geo. Loker have pur- 
chased the fixtures and stock of 
Geo. T. Loker & Co., 38 Wabash 
Ave., which were recently sold at 
auction by order of the Probate 
Court, and will continue the cigar 
jobbing business established by 
their father, under the firm name 
of Loker Bros. 


St. Louis Scintillations. 


HE persistent rumors among 
a the employes of the Conti- 
nental Tobacco Co., to the 


effect that the company’s stemming 
will hereafter be done in Louisville, 
and that some 800 stemmers and 
strippers will leave for Kentucky 
about the first of the year, does not 
seem to ‘‘down”’ easily, although 
R. B. Dula, resident manager of the 
Continental, denies the rumor and 
claims the company will increase 
their force this month and employ 
more hands during the coming win- 
ter than ever before. 

Many of the office force of the 
Liggett & Myers-Drummond branch 
of the A. T. Co. were discharged 
last month, and it is expected that 
many more heads will drop into the 
basket in the near future. It is 
claimed that a general thinning out 
is taking place, but it is extremely 
strange that it seems to effect only 
the old employes of the L. & M.

A. Stick- 
ney Cigar Co. He was formerly 
manager of the retail department of 
this well known firm and they have 
undoubtedly recognized his ability 
and strict attention to business.

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Havana Happenings. 


I, TOBACCO of Havana isau- 
K thority for the statement that 
the number of seed plots of 
tobacco sown is so great that even 
if half the crop fails there will still 
be sufficient to turn the whole island 
into a tobacco field. The tobacco 
districts have been reconstructed 
with the help of tobacco merchants, 
who furnished everything necessary. 
Gen. Fitzhugh Lee says that Cuba 
is gradually recovering from the 
effects of the long war and that the 
tobacco crop this year will be of fine 
quality and a most profitable one. 
A heavy storm in the province of 
Santa Clara hasdone great damage 
tothe tobaccocrop in that section, 
but which will not be felt, as consid- 
erable of the tobacco can be saved. 
There has been a marked decrease 
in the manufacture of tobacco in the 
island, a decrease which nearly 
reaches 50 per cent. in eight years.

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Some Expensive Pipes. 


UZAFFER-ED-DIN MIRZA. 
iM the Shanin-shah (King of 
Kings) who reigns over the 
kingdom of Persia, is said to own 
the most expensive pipe in the 
world. The Kallian, or pipe of 
state, which he owns and smokes 
on high imperial occasions, is 
valued at $400,000 and is set with 
diamonds, rubies and emeralds of 
the costliest kind. Not only are 
the mouthpiece and the upper and 
lower portions of the snake-like 
shank of pure gold, enameled and 
set with the finest gems, but the 
water bowl and pipe bowl are 
equally splendid and rich with 
lavish jewel work. The Prince of 
Wales visited the Sultan of Turkey 
in 1862 and was invited by the Sul- 
tan to smoke a narghile which was 
inlaid with diamonds (valued at 
$15,000), and which was given to 
the Prince as a souvenir of his 
visit. A pipe made wholly of 
meerschaum and amber for Prince 
Ferdinand of Bulgaria cost $3,000. 


Manila Cigars not Popular. 


UST at the present moment it 
J is of interest to consider the 
relation of the Philippine to- 
bacco industry to the United States. 
There need be no fear of compe- 


tition. We sell them more than we 
willever buy from them, and as the 
islands get more civilized and more 
Americans and Europeans settle 
there, we will sell them more and 
more tobacco and cigars, and buy 
less, though we cannot take many 
fewer cigars than we do now. 
There is no stock kept in this 
country, and yet they make in the 
Philippines 150,000,000 cigars a 
year. There have been from time to 
time efforts to introduce these cigars 
here, but without much success. 
In England they sell well, mainly 


in bundles of five and six, which 
cost 20c. a bundle. These are both 
cheroots and cigars, rather roughly 
turned out, banded with strips of 
red and yellow fibre about a quar- 
ter of an inch wide. They come 
500 in a big cedar box with a slid- 
ing lid, and cost the English dealer, 
duty paid, about $3.50. They are 
to be found in nearly every drug 
store in the country. The tobacco 
is of a peculiarly light color, most 
of it dull looking, and it has the 
flavor among tobaccos which the 
beet has among vegetables, rather 
earthy. It is also heavy in type, 
and makes the smoker sleepy, which 
gives rise to the mistaken idea that 
there is opium in it. Our people 
would not smoke it any price. It 
is good enough, but not the type 
preferred by Americans. With the 
exception of the high-grade cigars 
from Cuba, no foreign cigar has 
ever been able to gain a foothold in 
this country, and probably never 
will. 


Cavendish Tobacco. 


The first tobacco pressed into flat 
plugs was by a man named Caven- 
dish and for years all plug tobacco 
was known as Cavendish. Sweet 
tobacco was first made for sailors. 
This was in consequence of the dis- 
covery that licorice preserved tobac- 
co against the injurious effects of 
the salty atmosphere. This is the 
reason that sweet tobacco is called 
‘“Navy.”’ The better grades of 
sweet plug and fine cut are all made 
of Burley leaf, which is grown al- 
most exclusively in Kentucky, 
where the climate and soil are pecu- 
liarly suited to the growth of this 
type of tobacco. It isa coincidence 
worthy of notice that in the region 
of the State where the blue grass 
flourishes, Burley tobacco reaches 
its greatest perfection.

A Cigar Smoker’s Complaint. 


F the spirit of contrariness ever 
(5 entered into anything inani- 
mate that thing is a lighted ci- 
gar. When I am smoking and 
writing in my office at one and the 
same time, or smoking and talking 
to some one, as Iam now to you, 
it is only with the greatest difficulty 
that I keep my cigar lighted. Nine 
times out often it will go out in 
spite of everything, and the num- 
ber of matches I am compelled to 
use to keep-it going would bring 
delight to any match dealer’s heart. 
Let me try to take that same cigar 
into aclosed street car, however, 
one of the kind where smoking is 
tabooed, and how different it acts. 
Instead of going out, as I would 
have it do, it burns and smokes and 
smokes and burns in a way that 
makes me the observed of all obser- 
vers. No matter how I may try to 
conceal the blamed thing, it won’t 
be hidden, or, rather, the smoke 
from it won’t. The women glare 
at me, the ‘men stare at me, and 
finally the conductor calls me down 
good and hard, with the result that 
I either have to wet the end of theci- 
gar to put the fire out, which spoils 
it, throw it out of the window or get 
off the car. Now, then, is not my 
allegation of a spirit of contrariness 
well founded ? 


Origin of the Clay Pipe. 


Perhaps no one article has be" 
come prominently associated with 
the characteristics of a single race 
as has the clay pipe with the [rish- 
man.‘ Comic paper articles from 
time immemorial have depicted the 
son of Erin as the champion of this 
form of smokers’ delight, yet the 
fact remains that the true home of 
the clay pipe is with the American 
aborigine. The Indians used the 
pipe of earthern make long before 


Ireland ever heard of smoking, and 
the introduction of this utensil into 
the ‘‘Green Isle’ is of comparatively 
recent date. In fact, many Irish- 
men never saw or heard of it until 
they came to America.

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Matches First Made in 1833. 


“a a match? No? Con- 
found it! I always have 
plenty of matches when I 
don’t want ’em. When I’ve got 
’em I furnish fire for all my friends. 
That’s why I’m short,”’ said a little 
man with a big cigar, who was 
standing on Riverside Drive view- 
ing the picturesque Hudson, blocks 
away from any place where a light 
might be obtained. 

“T don’t know, though,’’ mused 
the person addressed. ‘‘Lemme 
see—nope—no matches. Tell you 
what. These spectacles of mine 
are pretty strong. Let’s see if we 
can’t catch the sun’s rays for your 
cigar. There—hold it over just a 
little—now we've got a focus— 
there !’’ 

The man who felt the inconve- 
nienceof being without a match 
drew a big mouthful of smoke from 
his cigarand thanked the sunand 
the spectacles for furnishing a light. 
Then he went home and got down 
a big encyclopzedia and hunted up 
“‘matches.’’ He found that the 
first wooden matches with phos- 
phorous were made in Vienna in 
1833, and that before that time 
people depended for fire upon flint 
and steel. The first patent for a 
phosphorous match was issued in 
1836 to A. D. Phelps, of Spring- 
field, Mass. The people looked 
with suspicion upon the new-fangled 
things and clung to their tinder- 
boxes until about 1845, when the 
stick with the fire on the end was 
generally adopted. Now the 
match is the most indispensable of 
allthe small articles which go to 
make life ‘‘comfortably tolerable.”’ 

There are more ways of striking 
a match than there are of dodging 
the tax collector or postponing the 
payment of a bill or the fulfillment 
ofa good resolution. Some men 
hunt up a brick or a wall on which 


to strike it. Others use the heels 
of their shoes or their clothing. 
The man who introduced the latter 
method had plenty of money and 
was too careless to notice that the 
phosphorous was ruining the cloth. 
Probably this habit gave the idea 
to the manufacturer of cigars who 
a few years ago issued a little 
match box, hanging from which 
was a card bearing the picture of a 
girl wearing bloomers. Two pieces 
of sandpaper on the figure com- 
pleted the device, with this couplet: 

Scratch your matches 

On my patches, 

For I’m built that way.

OBACCO certainly seems to 
satisfy some physiologic need 
in certain conditions of the 

system, for persons who are unable 
to smoke at certain times can do so 
with pleasure and benefit at some 
other period of their lives, as was the 
case with Huxley. Certainly no 
habit is so common or so generally 
harmless, says a writerin the Phila- 
delphia Medical Journal. Compar- 
atively few use tobacco with such 
excess asto suffer bad effects, no 
doubt fewer than suffer from the 
overuse of coffee and tea, and infi- 
nitely fewer than those who suffer 
from overeating. No one will ques- 
tion the -harmfulness of the use of 
tobacco in the young or in exces- 
sive’ amounts, particularly with 
nervous people. At no time is the 
effect of the weed more pleasant 
and soothing than after dinner in 
the evening; it helps oneto forget 
a hard day’s work, it is an aid to 
digestion, and makes one feel at 
peace with the world; then, in the 
seclusion of one’s own quarters it 
cannot offend the non-user, and the 
one or two cigars or pipes can work 
no great personal injury. Two 
bits of advice should be followed if 
one isto enjoy tobacco: Smoke with 
moderation and do not smoke too 
cheaply.

Thought is the result 
of the work of an intelligent mind; 
reverie is intellectual .voluptous- 
ness.”’ 

Dumas wrote: ‘‘ Tobacco destroys 
the bodies and stupifies the minds 
of nations. It is the undoubted ad- 
versary of intelligence.”’ 

Goethe, though a German, did 
not use the weed. ‘‘ There are three 
things of which I have a profound 
horror,’’ he said. ‘“The first is to- 
bacco.’’ 

Henry Heine is less known, ex- 
cept to scholars. His poetry shows 
a delicacy and. penetration rarely 
surpassed. He looked upon the use 
of tobacco as a very evil practice.

This is due to a new section added 
to the Sanitary Code by the New 
York Board of Health. Spitting

receptacles must be cleaned and 
disinfected not less than once a day. 


Hollanders as Smokers.
